REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 22-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests 22, 30: a water constituents diffusion preventive film formed on 
a side face and a top face of the metal pattern so as to cover the metal pattern; a first 
protective film provided between the side face of the metal pattern and the water constituents 
diffusion preventive film (as cited in claim 22); an insulating film having a low water constituent 
content and formed on the metal pattern inside the hole; a water constituents diffusion 
preventive film provided on the metal pattern or the insulating film having the low water 
constituent content (as cited in claim 30). 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
